BATTLESHIP CONNECTICUT. 

Obstruction Placed on the Ways With

New York. Sept is.-YVltb the In- 
tention of ruining the hull of the bat- 
tleship Connecticut, which will be 
launched at the New York navy yard 
Thursday, some person or persona 
placed an obstruction on the ways.

EMPLOYERS WIN. 



Nine Thousand Men Go Back to Work 
Without Union Regulations. 

ChlcaRo, Sept. 27.— Nine thousand 
men returned to work without union 
regulstlons of any sort Monday when 
the three Chicago branches of the In 
ternstlonal harvester wiirka and the 
Pullman Co. reopened their shops afk 
er a shut down of two weeks. The 
men not only returned to their former 
places as Individuals, but they also 
sgrced to reductions In pay of 10 to 
20 per rent Before the shut down 
the International harvester works rec 
oRnlzed the labor unions but with the 
announcement of a resumption of 
work Monday came the ststement that 
the company would not renew Its 
agreement with the trades unions and 
that the plants would be operated on 
a basis of 57% hours a week Instead 
of 64. with no Increase lo wages. 

The men accepted the ultimatum of 
the company without any serious man- 
Ifeatstlon of discontent and all of the 
old employes who could obtain work 
accepted the new regulations. 



WAR ON THE UNION. 



Lsadvllle District Mining Association 
Will Issue Working Cards. 

U'advlllo, Col.. 8ept. 26 —The lsad- 
vllle District Mining association, which 
takes In every mine manager In the 
district, has derided to issue working 
cards for the purpose of carrying on 
the fight against the Western Pedera 
Hon of Miners. Notices were posted 
at every mine lo the camp Monday t.i 
the effect that no person will bo em- 
ployed who shall not have deposited 
with the timekeeper his card of rec- 
ommendation from the mining associa- 
tion. An office will bo opened lo the 
city where the cards will be Issued. 
Every sppllrant will be required to 
sign a statement that he Is not a mem- 
ber of the federation or any order con- 
trolled thereby. If he la a member of 
the federation he will be required '.o 
renounce his allegiance to the federa- 
tion.
